Meteorological Obſervations on Rain, c. 


UNDER che Depth of Rai fallen at Lonpox is 
2796, I have pointed out certain Days of this Year, u hen, 
from Aſtrological and Philoſophical Obſe: Fations, I ex- 
Rain or Snew, more or leis, within ile Compaſs of 

e Days; winch, with the Weather mentioned in the 
Columns, make up our general Judgment of the Wea- 
ther; and is to be claſſed with a good Weather Clas, 
which, when well made, ſhews the exact Weight, and 
Variations of the Atmoſphere, or Air, in which we 
breathe ;. for when the Quickfilver ſinks in the Tube, the 
Weight of the Atmoſphere is getting lighter ; which, if 
it ſinks much, implies Wind and Rain to follow. Again, 
if the Quickſilver riſes, the Weight of the Air is getting 
heavier ; and if it riſes much, implics fair Weather, and 
in Winter it ſignifies Froſt. The Barometer is molly 
very high, during a long Drought, or a long Froſt, and 
enerally riſes with a North or Eaſterly Wind; but the 
nickſilver ſuddenly tails low for. a violent Storm; and 
is often very low during a Thaw following a long Froft: 
Hence.I obſerve, that when the Barometer is pretty high 


for the Seaion of the Year, there is very little probability 


of immediate Rain; d when the Barometer is low for 
ö | the 
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the Seaſon of the Year, there is ſeldom a great deal of 
Rain, though a fair Day in ſuch a Caſe is rare, for the 
general Tenor of the Weather at ſuch Times is ſhort, 
heavy, and ſudden ſhowers, with Squalls of Wind from 
the South-Weſt or North-Weſt, In Summer, after a long 
Continuance of fair Weather, with the Barometer high, 
It generaliy falls gradually, and for One, Two, or more 
Days before, there is much Appearance of Rain; and if 
the Fall be ſudden, and the Weather very hot, it will 
prohably be followed with Thunder. Very dark and 
denſe Clouds paſs over without Rain, when the Barometer 
is high: whereas, when the Baronjeter'is low, it ſome- 
times rains, without almoſt any Appearance of Clouds. 
The unſettled Motion of the Quickſilver; genotes uncer- 
tain and changeable Weather, if your Weather Glaſs is 
to be depended upon; for if it is not a good one, though.
